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Parking Garage Unveiled | Yeah, We Got Culture

On Thursday, March 2™, 
Consigli, the company building 
the controversial parking garage, 
held an informational session 
on the construction process and 
specifications. The presentation 
was open to both students and 
faculty of Worcester State 
College. Those in attendance 
learned a lot about how the garage 
will benefit and impact Worcester 
State College in the near future. 

The parking garage will be 
situated in close proximity to the 
Learning Resource Center. It will 
be built on a large portion what 
is now lower resident parking 
and will continue up the hill. 
The structure will be six stories 
tall and total approximately 
175,000 square feet in size. The 
garage will be able to hold 506 
cars in 8’ 6” long parking spaces. 
There is also the potential to 
expand the garage in the future to 
accommodate another 200 cars. 
The main entrance will be on the 
second level of the garage while 
the main exit will be on the first 
level.

been making documentary films

for the last twenty five years. His 
titles include “Harvest of Peace”, 
“An Act of Conscience”, along 
with his most recent, “The Peace 
Patriots”. ; 
The film itself is a very good 
look at a side of the War with 
Iraq that is often overlooked by 
the media. Mr. Leppzer himself 
prefaced the documentary «by 
saying that it was first and 
foremost “About individuals of 
a wide range of backgrounds, 
and more than anything, ordinary 
people.” It chronicles about a 
year and a half period of time 


‘and the protests that occurred 


against the war which took place 
in Western Massachusetts. What 
follows is a serious, inspirational, 
and often upsetting look at 
the protestors, the means by 


which they protested, and the _ 
attitudes of those who witnessed ~ 


them protesting. We are shown 
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these people to be a very wide 
demographic, made up of nearly 
every race, age, and creed. There 
are accounts from ex-veterans, 
professors, grandparents, middle, 
junior and high school students, as 
well as the usual college student 
staple. Often times the visuals 
that are used in the protests are 
jarring and/or chilling. Of note 
is a display of over one thousand 
pairs of boots lined up on a 
grassy common to represent the 
number of American dead at the 
time as well as the callous and 
at times cruel opposition that the 
protestors faced while voicing 
their opinions. 

After the presentation, Mr. 
Leppzer was kind enough to 
have an open Q&A with those in 


attendance. “I made the film to be 
anexamination of thismovement, ” 
he said “as well as to educate 
those who are neutral, against the 
war, or simply not active.” One of 
the more provocative questions 
that was brought up referred to 
the stance of military families. 
“Cindy Sheehan lit a fire in terms 
of military families speaking out. 
When the Vietnam soldiers started 
to turn, that was the turning point 
where people started watching.” 
Mr. Leppzer is currently touring 
numerous colleges in the area as 
well as film festivals. For anyone 
interested in more information 
on Mr. Leppzer, and “The Peace 
Patriots” can be found at www.

Q: How long has the College 
Art show been going on, and 
who began the show? 


A: This is the second year. 
Two years ago, I had already 
been serving on the Gallery 
Committee at ARTSWorcester, 


and the director and’ Assistant 


director and I were brainstorming 
about how to use the new Aurora 
Gallery that ARTSWorcester 
had just acquired. It seemed like 
a great idea to get the colleges 
downtown and make. use of a 

auitiful space for exhibiting their 
student work. I presented the idea 
to the Chair at Worcester State, 
Prof. Michael Hachey last year, 
and he enthusiastically endorsed 
the idea. During the first year, 
2005, five colleges participated: 
Anna Maria, Assumption, Clark, 
Holy Cross, and WSC. I acted 
as curator/coordinator. That year 
I asked each college faculty to 
select their best work and send 
it to ARTSWorcester, and then 
I made a final selection for the 
show. This year another college 
participated--Quinsigamond 
Community College--in addition 
to the original five. 


Q: Who is able to participate in 
the show, and by what process 
is the work juried in? 


A: Any student who has done any 
artwork in any medium (except 
installation work because of space

The True Plight of Adjunct Academics 


I wonder that the irony of 
placing an article entitled “The 
Invasion of the Adjuncts” next to 
a “Spirit of Black History” piece 
was lost. Casting the adjuncts as 
an alien invading force of under 
qualified flunkies seems to be 
the underlying perception of our 
ranks. Perhaps it wasn’t meant 
as a commentary, but in the spirit 
of a month set aside to explore 
the rich history of a people that 
includes a significant economic 
role as an exploited labor force, 
and political history of being 
counted as an underclass, I found 
the pairing amusingly analogous. 

The interview with Union 
president Daniel Shartin, no doubt 
took place before a recent vote 
by full time faculty to continue 
counting adjunct votes in fractions 
(1/4 vote if you teach one class 4 
vote for two), but the concerns 
expressed in the article obviously 
contributed to the outcome of the 
vote. This split between union 
membership would seem to be 
a clear indication that adjuncts 
are considered an underclass. 
Reminiscent of the fractional 
representation of blacks in 
early US census reporting, this 
fractional union representation 
is just the latest measure of 
our oppression... The chapter 
constitution outlining the vote 
count rule marks Worcester State 
College as the only state college 
with such as policy. (Does this 
mean we’re the Dixiecrats?) 

While editor-in-chief Kyle 
Costello’s article touches on 
the fact that adjunct faculty are 
seriously underpaid, he did not 
give a clear impression of the 
breadth of the exploitation by 
putting it in a regional context. 
The $3,852 figure mentioned 
represents a recently elevated 
figure that came as a result of the 
MSCA’s hard fought battle with 
governor Romney. Massachusetts 
state college faculty are among 
the lowest paid state faculty in 
the United States, and with New 
England cost of living being 


among the highest in the union, the 
combination leaves us all woefully 
under compensated (even with the 
recent pay increase). 

That having been said, however, 
the restriction on adjunct faculty 
to teaching two courses per 
institution for a whopping $7,704 
per semester and $15,408 per 
year means working at poverty 
level, which according to Health 
and Human — Services(HHS) 
poverty guideline figures for 
2006 is $13,200 in a 2 member 
household and $20,000 in a 4 
member household. The other 
choice of becoming vagabonds 
seeking more courses to teach for 
a maximum annual gross income 
of $30,816, still leaves them in 
the low income level ($30,000 for 
a family of 4 according to U.S. 
D.O.E.). Keep in mind that these 
are national figures that don’t take 
into account Massachusetts’ high 
cost of living. 

These figures also assume that 
the adjunct will be able to get 
another two classes at a state 
college (which may. entail an 
extensive commute). It is more 
likely, however, that they will 
find additional jobs at community 
colleges (for $1500-2500/course) 
or private colleges that pull their 
attention away from our student 
population. As Costello’s article 
indicated, none of this is good 
for the students, especially if 
their adjunct faculty member is 
attempting to teach more than 
a 4 course load (already one of 
the highest per semester teaching 
loads in the region) in order to 
pull their family out of the poverty 
rolls. 

As a single mother of three and 
adjunct professor myself, this all 
seems a bit daunting, semester to 
semester contract give me no job 
security and the lack of benefits 
mean that I must seek health care 
elsewhere. I also can’t help but 
notice a large number of female 
adjuncts among our roles in this 
academic underclass. Further, it 
strikes me that the trend toward a 


divisionamong unionmembership 
will only play into the hands of 
administrators. As long as they 
can continue to pay adjuncts at 
these barging basement rates, 
there is no incentive for them 
to increase the number of | and 
2 year appointments, let alone 
add new tenure track positions. 
These are tools that are essential 
for the development and quality 
control of department faculty and 
the trend toward increased use of 
adjunct faculty will continue as 
long as pay rates are so low. Even 
if departments have approval to 
hire a tenure track faculty member, 
some are having difficulty finding 
a candidate willing to accept the 
going rate, so they fall back on 
the local adjunct labor force. 

The base rate of pay for a full 
time faculty member is $45,000 
per year (most not earning more 
than $60,000). If we take that 
$45,000 figure and divide it by 8 
(the number of courses a faculty 
member teaches per year), it 
would seem as though they were 
being paid $5,625 per course. To 
be fair, however, full time faculty 
have more than teaching courses 
listed among their contractual 
duties, among them: advising, 
committee work, and professional 
development. So we're all in this 
together—none of us are paid 
what we are worth and it is only 
by sticking together as a union 
and advocating for pay increases 
and workload reductions for all 
that we can achieve our financial 
emancipation.

Before I start my review of 
Control_Z’s album, System 
Failure, let me start by saying 
that I really wanted to like this 
band. I truly tried to get into them. 
They do have a lot of positive 
things going for them. All the 
musicians in the band have the 
technical prowess necessary to 
make an amazing album. They 
do succeed at some points. There 
are a lot of excellent guitar riffs 
and interesting drum fills in the 
music. It was just not enough to 
compensate for the flaws that 
hinder the overall experience. 

One of my major gripes with 
the album is the vocals. I am not 
saying the vocalist had a terrible 
voice. On the contrary, I found 
his voice to be powerful as well 
as versatile. My problem lies with 
his delivery. I did not like a lot of 
the melodies he sang; they did not 
seem to compliment the song very 
well. At other points his delivery 
was noticeably off from the music; 
he would start singing a line too 
early or too late. The singer would 
also try to cram what should have 
been two lines of lyrics into one 
line. 

Another problem with the album 
is the lyrics. The band does do a 
great job of touching on a wide 
array of subjects, from religion to 


a song about Native Americans 
losing their land. The lyrics 
are just lackluster at best and 
downright terrible at other points 
(“You should know by now/ That 
you should know by now”). 

My final gripe with the album 
is the clean guitar sections. I liked 
most of the heavy, distorted guitar 
riffs. The clean ones did not seem 
to go with the vocalists singing 
style as well as the heavier parts 
did. They also seemed tacked 
on to try and compliment the 
heavier sections. In reality, 
however, they do the opposite. 
They tend to create awkward 
transitions between sections of 
music. Also, while I did like the 
drum beats throughout the album, 
I hated the sounds the drums 
were producing. They did not 
sound like real drums--more like 
electronic ones. 

While this album has a lot going 
for it, I was never able to get into 
the music. The negative aspects 
of the songs always outweighed 
the positive. While I would not 
recommend this album, I would 
not be surprised if the band made 
an album in the future that I truly 
enjoyed. Until then, this lackluster 
album does not cut it. System 
Failure is in itself a failure.

World History X:

History is an intensely diverse 
subject. The amount of topics 
to discuss is almost limitless. 
History, like a trail of dominoes, 
has a cause and effect relationship. 
One event leads to another, then 
another, and so on. On this note, I 
have decided to take a break from 
History of Terror and work on a 
new project called World History 
X, which will focus more on 
world events rather than obscene 
villains, all of whom have left 
their mark in history. 

The crusades are a somewhat 
familiar historic phenomenon 
to students. The basic idea 
behind all these crusades was to 
recapture the Holy Land from the 
“infidel” Muslims. There were 
eight major crusades as well as 
some of minor importance. I 
developed a significant interest 
in the Fourth Crusade, where the 
Latin crusaders sacked the city 
of Constantinople in 1204. The 
irony behind this crusade is that 
Constantinople was a Christian 
city. If the original purpose of 
the crusade was to take the Holy 
Land (Levant) from the hands of 
infidels, then why was the war 
effort redirected to a Christian city 
as important as Constantinople? 

The key reasons in shifting from 
the Levant to Constantinople were 
due to leadership and financial 
problems. Earlier Crusades had 
taught the crusaders that the 
quickest and most efficient as well 
as least expensive way to reach the 
Holy Land was by sea. To reach 
this objective, the natural choice 
for the crusaders was to bring the 
Venetians into the war effort. The 
city-state of Venice had the best 
shipbuilding industry as well as 
the most efficient sailors in all 
of Europe. One of the leaders of 
the crusade, Villehardouin, and 
his Frankish henchmen including 
Cardinal Peter Capuano struck 
a deal with the doge (spiritual 
leader) of Venice, Dandolo. In 
their covenant, the crusaders 
had swom to gather 33,400 
men as well as pay a sum of 
85,000 marks to the Venetians. 
Unfortunately, the crusaders 
could not gather enough men to 
fulfill the ships built by Venice 
as well as collecting enough 
revenue to pay back the money 
owed through the contract. This 
problem would contribute to the 
decision by the Latin crusaders to 
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attack Constantinople. 

By the time the crusaders 
reached Venice, they were 
in financial dire straits. In a 
desperate measure to collect some 
revenue, they decided to land a 
siege against Zara, a prosperous 
Christian city that opposed 
Venetian rule. After sacking the 
city, Pope Innocent III released a 
bull of excommunication on the 
crusaders. However, the circle 
of leaders: Boniface, Baldwin 
of Flanders, Louis of Blois, and 
Hugh of Saint-Pol, argued that it 
was a justifiable move because the 
crusade was in danger of falling 
apart due to having no money. 

An opportune moment had 
come for the crusaders. Prince 
Alexius, a pretender to the throne 
of Byzantium, offered money to 
finance the crusade if they would 
help him regain the throne by 
attacking Constantinople. He 
“offered 200,000 silver marks 
as well as enough provisions for 
the entire army along with an 
additional 10,000 men.” There 
were a few obstacles to consider 
in attacking Constantinople. The 
city of Constantinople was a 
Christian domain and home of the 
Greek Orthodox Church. Some 
of the leading crusaders argued 
about attacking the city. Abbot 
Guy of Vaux-Cernay opposed 
the idea, argued, “It would mean 
marching against Christians.” 
Others believed it “was morally 
justifiable to reinstate the rightful 
ruler of Byzantium.” The original 
meaning of the Crusade was lost. It 
was no longer a war of spirituality 
but “a plain demonstration of the 
necessity to keep one’s word and 
not lose face.” 

Most of the lower crusaders 
did not wish to fight against 
Constantinople. Many decided to 
desert the crusade and travel to 
the Levant (Holy Land) instead. 
In a last desperate move, the 
leaders of the expedition “cried 
for help, wept, and sobbed that 
they would not move until the 
others promised to stay and fight

along side them.” This appeal of 
emotion worked, however, as the 
remaining men swore an oath to 
fight Constantinople. 

There were some factors that 
helped the crusaders change 
their path from the Levant to 
Constantinople. One was_ the 
belief in the primacy of the 
Roman Catholic Church over 
the Greek Orthodox Church. 
Some bishops did not think, “Its 
conquest by their people (Latin) 
would displease very much either 
the supreme pontiff or even 
God.” A second factor was the 
Venetians who “were interested 
partly in hope of the promised 
money and party because they 
would become the sovereign 
master of the Mediterranean” 
after Constantinople’s defeat. 
However, the strongest factor was 
the offer by Prince Alexius. The 
crusaders were completely broke 
and in desperate need of money 
and supplies. They would lose 
face if they did not come back 
with something from the crusade. 
After accepting Prince Alexius’s 
offer, Boniface and his warriors 
took off for Constantinople on 
May 23, 1203. Constantinople, 
the largest city in the Christian 
world with 400,000 inhabitants, 
would fall a year later in 1204. 

The sack of Constantinople 
created a deep wedge between 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Greek Orthodox Church. This 
tension continued for 800 years 
until the former Pope John Paul II 
issued “an apology to the Greek 
Orthodox for the terrible slaughter 
perpetrated by the warriors of 
the Fourth Crusade.” According 
to the pope, “it was tragic that 
the assailants, who set out to 
secure free access for Christians 
to the Holy Land, turned against 
their brothers in the faith.” The 
philosophy of the Fourth Crusade 
switched from one of spirituality 
to. that of greed and plunder. 
Christians of the East have not 
forgotten what the West had done 
to their ancestors.

Q: How was the turnout for the 
show’s opening? 


A: We had a great turnout — about 
275 students, faculty, parents, and 
artists in the community. 


Q: How long will the work be 
exhibited? 


A: The work will be on view 
until Mar. 31. The Gallery 
is open Tuesday 1-4 p.m, 
Wednesday Thursday Friday 10- 
4 p.m., Saturday 1-4 p.m. or by 
appointment. The address is 660 
Main Street, Main and Chandler. 
Anyone is welcome. 


Q: Do you have any affiliation 
with ArtsWorcester? What role 
did you play in the show? 


A: I have been on the Gallery 
Committee for four years—which 
means I act as a juror for the 
annual members show and help 
out on a volunteer basis for 
other shows. I was curator and 
organizer of the show, which 
consisted of contacting the 
colleges, sending out the Call to 


Artists for participation. We had 
a small grant from the Colleges of 
the Worcester Consortium to help 
cover publicity costs and reception 
costs. Jan Seymour (Director 
of ARTSWorcester) and her 
assistant, Donna DiRado, as well 
as a college intern, Jess Wilkinson 
(Clark) were a tremendous help. 
Sarah Lenis, who is on the Board 
of Directors for ARTS Worcester, 
was instrumental in hanging the 
show. The college faculty from 
all the participating colleges 
had to put time and effort into 
getting students to submit work 
and submitting it on time and in a 
presentable fashion. 


Q: What do you think the 
importance of the College 
Art show is in regards to the 
grand scheme of cultural 
events in Worcester? Do you 
think that an event like this 
can be responsible, in part, for 
revitalizing the rather lackluster 
cultural and artistic backbone 
of the city? 


A: This show was conceived as a 
response to the frequent complaint 
that the colleges in Worcester 
seemed to be somewhat isolated 
from one another and from the city 
of Worcester. I saw this as an ideal 
opportunity to act as a catalyst 
for faculty and college students 
in the consortium to mingle, 
find out about each other’s art 
programs. College students have 
an opportunity to step up onto a 
bigger stage for the exhibition of 
their art because practicing artists 
from the community come to see 
the show as well. ARTS Worcester 
draws its members from New 
England as well as the immediate 
community. It also seemed like 
an ideal event for the downtown 
of Worcester, to bring an arts- 
related event into the heart of 
the downtown. Many cities 
in New England have already 
demonstrated the importance 
of the arts in revitalizing urban 
centers that have historically 
relied on manufacturing and 
industry as their sole identity. Art 
exhibitions and related events 
like the WaterFire festival on the 
downtown canals of Providence, 
or the vibrant mix of galleries, 
artists’ studios, and shops in 
centers like Portland, Maine, 
have made it clear that the arts 
are an important part of the future 
direction of New England cities. 
There’s no reason Worcester can’t 


‘reorient itself in this direction as 


well. This is an event that had 
no ‘downside’ for any of the 
participating institutions.
